Reduction possible 


for IP elec 


SPRINGFIELD — The staff of 
the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion filed testimohy Monday in 
the Illinois Power Company rate 
case, making a-preliminary ‘rec- 
ommendation that the commis- 
sion reduce the company’s elec- 
tric rates by 9.1 percent. 


The testimony represents the 
opinion of the commission staff 
at this point in the proceeding. It_ 
is not a final opinion of the com- 
mission staff,-nor is it-g decision 
by the ICC itself. 


An ICC hearing on proposed 
Ip electric rate increases is set 
for 7 p.m. Wednésday, April 27, 
at the Granite ‘City Township 
Hall, 21st Street and Delmar 
Avenue. 


In making the recommenda- 
tion, the staff concluded that the 
Clinton Power Station is not now 
needed to meet the current 
demands of Illinois’ Power’s 
500,000 electric customers. 

As a result, the staff said, the 
company should not be allowed 
to recover any costs attributed 
to. Clinton except for deprecia- 
tion and .debt and -preferred 
stock financing costs. - 

Larry D. Haab, Mlinois Power 
executive vice president and 

~ chief financial officer, responded 
to the staff testimony by saying: 

“It is our understanding that 
the staff reached its preliminary

conclusions without taking into 
account the financial implica- 
tions on the company. 

“In fact, Iinois law requires 
the commission to fully consider 
what the financial implications 
would be on Illinois Power in 
any decision it might make. In 
the filing, the staff acknowledges 
that the company’s financial 
integrity is an important consid- 
eration which will be addressed 
in subsequent testimony. 


“Jt is the company’s ‘opinion 
that if consideration were given 
to the financial implications, the 
staff's recommendation could not 
be supported. 


“We are, of course, very con- 
cerned about the position taken 
by the staff. If the comfhission_ 
were to accept the staff’s recom-" 
mendations it would result in a 
very serious financial problem 
for the company: 


“We intend: to submit rebuttal 
testimony on June 7 to respond 
to the issues raised by the staff 
and other intervenors. 

“It is our firm belief that as 
the hearings proceed we will be 
able to prove not only the need 
for Clinton, but also that the rate 
moderation plan proposed by the

Novelist returns home

‘‘When Wabash Steel had 
orders and there was work, the 
fine, black soot from the mill lay 
on the porch steps each morning 
like an overnight snow.”

“T read your first page and I 
thought, ‘I’swept a little of that 
dust;’ "' said a woman named 
‘Shirley-as” former Granite €itian 
Robert Olen Butler autographed 
her copy of ‘‘Wabash,’’ his 
Depression era novel whose set- 
ting is a steel town modeled on 
Granite City. 

Butler's roots run deep in that 
dust. He was born and raised 
here, and even worked at the 
steel mill one summer. 

He later served in Vietnam as 
an Army intelligence officer, 
attended Northwestern Universi- 
ty and earned a master’s degree 
in literature and playwriting 
from the University of lowa. He 
has__had ‘short’ stories published 
in -Cosmopolitan and Redbook, 
and he teaches creative writing 
at McNeese State University in 
Lake Charles, La. 

The 1963 graduate of Granite 
City High School had just fin- 
ished speaking to students at-the 
Granite City Campus of Belle- 
ville Area College last Thursday, 
which by proclamation of Mayor 
Von Dee Kruse was Robert Olen 
Butler Day in Granite City. 

Butler would later speak to 
the Optimist Club at a noon Jun- 
cheon and again at the college 
that evening. 

Mary Rekas, of Collinsville, 
was Butler’s fifth grade teacher 
at. Frohardt School. He had a 
hug and a kiss and a reminis- 
_Gence for her, recalling her yell- 
ing at him once for spelling a 
word wrong. 

He told Rekas the experience 
probably had something tc do 
with his habit of making certain 
each sentence of his_ writing is 


exactly as he wants it before 
going on to the next. 

Butler was notably gracious 
during his taxing day, taking 
time to talk for a_few moments 
with everyone who approached 
him. 

A ray-haired, elegantly 
dressed woman asked him how 
to get poetry published. He was 
frank in saying that it is 
extremely difficult to get ry 
poblishs because the publishing 
jouses lose "money on-it:-Yet, he 
encouraged her to continue writ- 
ing. 

*‘Enjoy- your own song,’ he 
said gently. ‘‘The birds don’t 
worry. if nobody listens.’’ 

He talked to’ the students 
about what it takes to be a writ- 
er of fiction. The most necessary 
quality, he said, is awaréness.

“Be aware of the all the little 
human dramas around you,” he 
said and quoted Henry James: 
“Be someone on whom nothing 
is Jost.”” 

Butler writes every day for 
two hours. That may net sound 
like much, he said, but jt is 
actually"a good day’s work. The 
_ concentration required to create 
and “populate a universe in one’s 
mind, and then describe it in 
_words, is ‘‘devastatingly drain- 
ing,”’ he said. e ~ 

He has five published novels 
to his credit. e first, ‘Alleys 
of Eden,” set during the fall of 
Saigon, is being made into a 
movie by a French fiim compa 
ny. His sixth book, -‘‘The 
Deuce,”’- will be published by 
Simon and Schuster. 

-.+ Four of.the six deal with Viet- 
nam, so:Butier has been catego- 


rized as a ‘'Vietnam writer.” He 
rejects the label. 

“That's like calling Monet a 
‘lily-pad painter,’ ’’ he said 
“Pm really writing about time- 
less themes, the nature of love, 
kinship and human connections.’ 

His novels include: ‘‘Wabash,”’ 
“Alleys of Eden,’’ ‘‘Sun Dogs,” 
“Countrymen of Bones”’ and “On 
Distant Grounds.”” 

Butler, 43, is the son of Robert 
and Lucille Butler of Granite 
€ity. The senior Robert isa for— 
mer chairman of the theater 
department at St. Louis Univer- 
sity, and Lucille is a retired 
United Steelworkers employee. 

He is a serious and talented 
writer, and all of his books have 
been critical if not financial suc- 
cesses. “The critics love me, but 
I sell miserably,’’ he said with a 
rueful chuckle. oo 2

and forbidding place whose 
inhabitants are victimized by the 
Depression and bY John J. Hage- 
meyer, the cruel owner of the 
steel mill and a_slumlord with 
blocks of rat-infested shotgun 
houses in which the mill workers 
live.

Butler has warned against try- 
ing to find real-life links between 
his fictional town and Granite 
City. 

“I needed a real, serious force 
of darkness running the steel 
mill-in the town that I wanted to 
write about,”’ he said a year 
ago, shortly after “Wabash” 
came out:

‘Parents should determme 
kindergarten readiness _

To go to kindergarten or not to 
go to kind ; that is the 
question now being faced by par- 
ents of 5-year-olds or soon-to-be 
S-year-olds. "S 

At a time when experts are 
extolling the advantages of early 
childhood education, parents are 
being told that some children 
are not ready for kindergarten 
and should be kept at home until 
age 6. 

Susan Nall, an associate pro- 


_ fessor of early childhood educa- 


tion at Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity at Edwardville, has some 
suggestions for parents facing 
this decision: 
‘“Phe-most-important thing for. 
rents to realize is that they 
iow their child best,’’ she says. 
For this reason, parents are in 


the best position to determine 
whether child is ready for 
school. 

Nall suggests rents visit the 


school their child: will attend and 
talk to both the principal and 
kindergarten teacher. 

The on-site observation of the 
kindergarten classroom is very 
important. Observe the class- 
room atmosphere and environ- 
ment. Talk to the teacher to find 
out her expectations of the chil- 
dren. Decide if your child lives 
up to these expectations? 

Is the teacher trained in early 
childhood- education? A trans- 
planted middle- or upper-grade 
school teacher may not aware 
of the special needs or tolerant, 
ofthe immature behaviors; 
young children. 

What does the kindergarten 
curriculum include? Do they try 
to teach reading and writing in 
kindergarten? Are there a lot of 
pencil and paper or workbook 
activities? How much of the 
school day is devoted to seat 
work and how much to “play?” 

When you talk to the principal, 
question him about his expecta- 
tions of the kindergarten teach- 
er. What does he expect her to

Math “‘lessons”” canbe con- 
ducted at the supermarket, sci 
ence can be taught by observing 
nature and field trips can pro- 
vide numerous opportunities for 
teaching readiness skills, 

Give your child plenty of 
opportunities to. interact’ with 
other kids and provide,times for 
the family to have fun together, 
Nall suggests, and your child 
will be amply prepared, to start 
kindergarten. 

As a final bit of advice,-Nali 
says that if your child is,more 
immature than the other kids in 
his class, don’t worry. about it 
too much because the, wide dif 
ferences in skills and maturity 
among kindergarten children dis.

Sometimes the question arises as to 

“whether a person is entitled to notice and a 

hearing before he or she can be held in con- 

tempt of court. Illinois courts have defined 

criminal contempt of court as “conduct which 

is calculated to embarrass, hinder or obstruct 

a court in its administration of justice or take 

away from its authority or dignity.” The courts 

of this state have recognized two forms of 
/.¢riminal contempt: direct and indirect. 


Direct criminal contempt is contemptuous - 
conduet_occurring-“‘in-the-very_presence-of ~ 
the judge.” Direct criminal contempt may be 
found and punished without a hearing 
because all elements are within the im- 
mediate knowledge of the court. Indirect ~ 
criminal contempt is contemptuous- conduct

‘ dependent for its proof upon the presentation 
“of. evidence.” Since findings of indirect con-

Public can make constitution better 


To the editor: 


More than 200 years ago Thomas Jef- 
ferson wrote that every generation of 
citizens should analyze the constitution 
of their government to determine 
whether it truly~serves -the-publie’s 
needs. 

Our Tilmois Constitution, for example, 
affects the daily lives and pocketbooks 
of all of us in many ways. It controls 
how we are taxed and educated, what 
powers our local governments have, 
how elections are conducted, and how 
the-gevernor,; tegislature and courts do 
their jobs.

The decision on the proposed consti- 
tutional convention is. the most impor- 
tant vote the. people of Illinois will 
If called, a 
constitutional convention would be inde- 
pendent of the governor and General 
Assembly. 

The voters would elect 188 convention 
delegates, most’ likely on a non-partisan 


_basis. Any reform amendments pro- 


posed by a majority. of the convention 
delegates would be submitted to voters 
for their referendum approval.. 

The referendum is on the statewide 
ballot under a pfovision of the existing 
constitution that requires the conven- 
tion issue. to be presented to the voters 
once every 20 years. This safety valve 
provision is designed to make sure 
there’s fresh air in Illinois politics. 

Too Often, happy-talk politicians 
become wedded to the status quo and, 
not surprisingly, reform is the last 
thing on their ‘minds. A constitutional 
convéntion gives average citizens a way 
to bypass smug politicians and force 
consideration of constitutional proposals 
which have significant public support. 

Admittedly, only fundamental and 
compelling problems should justify the’ 


calling of a state constitutional conven-*~ 


tion. But Illinois government has 
slipped into a dangerous state of decay: 
in recent years. [linois cannet afford 
continued political gridlock in-address- 
ing its fundamental problems. We must 
dramatically reform our government if 
we expect to meet the economic chal- 
lenges of the 21st century. 

We have to change Illinois’ compli- 
cated and unfair property tax system,y 
which harms families and businesses 
and discourages économic growth. : 

Illinois relies too much on a regres- 
sive, 19th century property tax system 
to finance focal governmént, especialy 
education. State support for lucation 
has dropped precipitously from 48 per- 
cent of .the’ overall burden in 1976 to 
only 38 percent today. This has resulted 
in the biggest tax .shift in’ Illinois histo- 
ry as school districts and local property 
taxpayers have been forced to make up 
the difference. 4 

‘Their plight undertines the urgent 
need.for a constitutional amendment 
requiring state government to fully 
fund its mandates and pay at least half 
the cost of public education in Mlinois.

Similarly, “we must establish 
no-nonsense ethics standards in our 
constitution. Our state has had more 
elected officigjs and judges convicted of 
felonies in the past decade than all oth- 
er_Midwestern states combined. ~ 

Year after year, tougher ethics Stan- 
dards and judicial selection reforms_are 
introduced in the General Assembly, 
where they are promptly killed. Asa 
result, taxpayers foot the bill for doub- 
ledipping, conflicts of interest, con- 
tract-fixing, unethical campaign contri- 
bution solicitation, lobbyist- abuse, 
fraud, and waste in state and local gov- 
ernment. 

If cleaning up Illinois politics is not a 
compelling issue that demands the call- 
ing of a constitutional convention, what 
is? 

Many convention opponents have 
resorted to scare tactics and exaggera- 
tions in their effort to stop it. The 
doomsayers among them paint a bleak 
picture of a rufiaway convention. domi- 
nated by single-issue groups intent on 
undoing’ social progress and spending 
$31 million of the public’s money.

Answer: What you heard basically is true with © 
many lenders. But, there’s a big “if’’ hanging 
; the. whole. thing. With the Federal Housing 
istration, for instance, refinaneing wiltiout 
taking any cash out of the deal, which the agency 
calls ‘‘streamlining’ and doesn’t even require a 
new appraisal, is relatively painless and does not 
entail new qualifying. But even if your home has 
an FHA mortgage, and certainly if the mortgage 
is held by a conventional lender, such as a 
savings and loan association, you've got a prob- 
lem. And that problem, unfortunately, is tucked 
away in the fact that your marital status ‘has 
changed since you (apparently) bought-the house. 

In whose name is the house recorded? If it is 
entirely in your name, my friends in the S&L 
business tell me, you might be home free with 
little paperwork and, possibly,.witheut requalify- 
ing, if you have at least a 30 percent equity in 
the home.
